those white sows more highly than other 
breeds, I do not, but thore isa great num:

Tamworth boar, Wherever pigs bred in this 
way have been raised along with other 
breeda, they have never failed to show their 
superior qualities, In the fall of 1891 I 
had a young boar stray away ; he was lost 
for six weeks ; ducing the timo he served a 
great many sows, a number of which were 
those sinoll whites.

Mrom thence 
he was transferred to the Ganges, having 
grown too large for the Wivini, and after 
an astonishing increase of bulk from disport- 
ing in the sacred river he was transferred 
to the Indian Ocean But even here Manu 
(Noah) was within speaking distance, and 
it was trom that ocean’s depths that Brah- 
ma gave orders for the building of a great 
life-saving vessel (ark). Manu did as 
Brahina directed, and on the approach of 
the great flood took good care to stow away 
seed of all kindsas well as the living crea- 
tures of the earth.

This practically prohibits the export of 
Canadian cattle to the United States, but as 
auch oxporta Inst your only aggrogatad $21, - 
327 in value, the loes will not be a very 
serious ono, 

Tho scheduling may have a moro sorious 
effect in another direction, however, At 
presont wo ehip from seven to eight million 
dollars’ worth of cattle to Great Britain 
evory year, ‘Thin trade has been hampered 
in the past by the oxcossive charges for 
space or vensols following the St. Lawrence 
route and by which cattle for Kogland have 
boon nininly sent. So long, however, as 
Boston and New York were open to our 
shippors cattle could be nent that way and 
thus freights via the St. Lawronce wero kept 
down, ‘The closing of these American porta 
to our cattle will force all shipments to 
Great Britain to go via the St, Lawrence 
hereafter and exporters will thus be at the 
morey of those controlling this route, 
Another consideration, of possibly more 
immediate interest, is the fact that unless 
the American governmont maken special pro- 
vision, of which there is now no indication, 
this order makes it impossible for Canada 
to exhibit stock at the World's fair, No 
breeder, however anxioue to exhibit, could 
bear the expense of maintaining hia stock at 
Buffalo for three months, and, in any can, 
if it were for only one woek, it is not prob- 
able that any breeder would be willing to 
have tho stigma of quarantine attached to 
cattle whose very shipment for such a pur- 
pose should be sufficiont guarantee that they 
were in the most perfect health and con- 
dition

later, It is of primary importanco that a 
general conviction be created to tho effecta 
that the improvemonts of our highways in 
imperative, and that money wisely expended 
for this purpose is sure to return, The 
prosont method of repairing and building 
roads by atatute labor in not reprenradaklve 
of this progressive and economic age, and 
consequontly is frequently ridiculed by « 
disinterested preas and others.

‘The moral world is an analogue of 
the material ; and in this careless ill-nature 
we seo the thonghtless marksman who 
shoots seagulls, which he can neither bag nor 
eat, for the mere pleasure of the sport. 
And in restricted societies, where big events 
are rare and heroic tragedies almost impos- 
sible, the dramatic instinct gets its gratifi- 
cation out of mean and petty quarrels, 
mean and petty slanders, and the wildfire 
flang about by substantially good-natured, 
but also mentally blind and thoughtless 
chatterers.

rods were flying madly and beating deafen- 
ingly, and it was impossible for him to reach 
an airbrake with the train going at that 
speed. He is only a young man, but he did 
something then that many old engineers 
have since told me they would never have 
thought of.

flow Farmors Should Combine Oapital: | 


Tn tho January issue we urged the impor: 
tance of farmers, with small farms, combin. 
ME capital so as to be able to purchase 
with greatest economy all sach machines as 
roally save laborand cheapon cost of pro: 
| duetion, and, also, to purchase such seod 
animals as are necessary to improve thoir | 
domestic animals and ‘render them really 
profitable. In thisarticle we purpose to 
give a fow hints on the boat methods of | 
combining capital and using labor-saving 


machinery and seed animals of improved | 
plod, 


Wo would aay hero, that we have long 
been of the opinion that the ideal farmer of 
this country, the one who is to elevate the 
vocation and afford the best illustration of 
theincelligent, prosperous, successful farm: 
er and citizen, will be the small farmer of 
100 acres, or under, who cultivates his 
land thoroughly, and’surrounds his dwell- 
ing with beauty, convenience, comfort and 
even luxury, especially such Juxuries as are 
produced from the soil. ‘The greavest ob- 
stacle in the way of realizing thin ideal is 
the inability of the small farmer to stool 
his farm with such machinery as will en- 
able him to produce at as low cost as the 
large fa mer, andthus successfully compete 
with him. We have held, in opposition to 
the theories of those who deny that there 
can be any rightful ownership of land, that 
the farmer who comes in legal possession of 
so much land as is necessary to employ his 
mental and physical capacities for labor 
and enable him to support his family, has 
as just claim to ownership of that land as 
any other property owner has to his prop: 
erty, but when a man takes possession of 
large tracts of land, which he does not need 
and does not properly cultivate, keeping 
others from entering and cultivating it, wo 
are not moved to say anything in advocacy 
of such claims, 

We wre aware that it is not an easy mat- 
ter to indicate a plan by which a number 


of farmers can form a partnership or joint 
stock association for the purchase and 
ownership of machines and blood stock, 
that shall operate with justice and equity 
to all the members and give no cause for 
complaint, In the first place, we would 
recommend no loose association of neigh- 
bors, verbally agreeing to purchase, own 
and use certain property jointly. Such 
associations are pretty certain t> result in 
misunderstandinge, disagreements, heart 
burnings and, probably, ligitations. Our 
idea would be to organize legal joint stock 
corporations, for well and clearly defined 
purposes, everything to be well understood 
and in writing, A dozen near neighbors, 
working from 1000 to 1500 acres of land, 
in as nearly a square body as possible, could 
meet together and talk the matter over. 
They could determine what machines it 
would be economical for them to own 
jointly, which would be, probably, such as 
they would want to use for a short time 
only, in certain seasons, say a drill for seed- 
ing, spring and autumn; possibly a roller, 
corn planter and perhaps a disk harrow, 
and mower, harvestor and threshing machine. 
Whenever a practicable husking machine 
shall be invented that would, likely, be in- 
cluded, and a potato digger whenever we 
have one that is really labor-saving and 
economical. Perhaps large cutting ma- 
chine would also be wanted and a traction 
steam-engine to operate threshing machine, 
cutting-machine, possibly buzz-saw in some 
localities where wood is atill plentiful, 
Then, they might include such seed ani- 
mals as a stalliou, a bull, a ram, a boar, all 
of best blood, or, perhaps, a stallion might 
profitably cover a larger territory. It 
could easily be erranted how much would 
be required to make all necessary purchases 
and then 26 to 50 percent. added for repairs 
and other necessary expenses. ‘This would 
constitute the capital stock, which should 
be divided into shares of convenient size, 
$25, $50 or $100 each. This stock should 
be taken by the neighbors, exclusively, 
and in proportion to the number of acres 
each member has under cultivation. It 
would not be necessary to pay down the 
fullamount of allthe sharesatonce, <A 
certain percentage could be paid at organiz- 
ation and future assessments made as tands 
were required to make further purchases, 
Some of the most reliable men should be 
chosen as trustees, anda president, secre- 
tary and treasurer-elect, The treasurer 
should expend the money, and the secre- 
tary keep the accounts and have custody of 
property. A building suitable for housing all 
the property, should be erected at the 
home of the secretary to be leased to the 
association, The secretary should be 
located as near the centre of the area 
covered by the stockholders, as practi- 
cable. 

In the bylaws it should be stated, how 
much should be charged for use, per day or 
per acre, for every machine, and how much 
for service of every wnimal and such charges 
should be entered against every stockholder 
using machines and animals. At the end of 
the year the company should be credited 
with the value of earnings of property 
which should be divided among the sliares 
of stock. If any stockholder has had more 
than his share of use he would fall in debt 
to the company, and if any had less his 
credits would exceed his debts. 

The by-laws should explicitly state the 
rules of precedence in use of machines, as 
there the greatest danger of trouble would 
arise. Those who should first get ready to 
use the machines should enter their names 
and use them inorler of record, and as 
soon a3 done return to secretary. The sec- 
retary should carefully examine cach ma- 
chine before and after each member should 
use it, and any damage appearing, not nec- 
essarily resulting from wear, charged to the 
one who caused ib. 

We are aware that we have only hinted 
atthe details that would be necessary in 
auch joint stock operations, but we are con- 
fident that auch organizations are feasible, 
if farmers willenter them and conduct them 
on ordinary business principles, and wo be- 
lieve that they would result in great pecuni- 
ay benefit to those engaging in them, We 
ask our readers to discuss the question, 
offering such objections, if any, as they may 
think would operate to render them imprac- 
ticable.

Thon, again, you may think it advisable 
to start some kinds of vegetable and flower! 
seeds in boxes, soas to have good strong 
plants to transplant into the varden aa soon 
as the soil is well warmed up in the spring. 
If you do not care to bother with hotbed 
you will want to start some tomato plants, 
at least, for to wait for tomatons to grow in 
the open ground, from seed, is to shorten 
the season of fruitage wonderfully. 

The following annual flowers may be 
started inthe houge and will bear trane- 
Planting well: Antirrhinum (or snap drag- 
on) asters, balsains, dianthus, portulacca, 
Ppetunias, phlox drummondii, salvia, stock 
ten weeks and zinnia. Shallow boxes, 
with from two to three inches in depth of 
soil, will answer every purpose in forward- 
ing plants, 

Another preparation that can be made to 
good advantage in winter is manuring. 
Select some of the finest, most rotten 
manure that you can find about the stables 
and spreail over the survace of your garden 
immediately. If the ground is covered with 
snow all the better, When the snow melta 
and the rains fall the manure willbe dis- 
solved and soak into the soil, ready to feed 
the plunts as soon as the sced is sown and 
Rerminates, 

If these preliminary operations are at- 
tended to in winter you will be likely to 
plant a garden in the spring, if not, you 
will aronably be too busy toattend to it 
and go another year with nothing worthy of 
the name garden on your premises,

The /ntelligencer says :—J. L. Biggar, As- 
sistant General Mai r of the Central On- 
terio Railroad, was seon in reference to the 

roposed extention of the road from Coe 

ill to Bancroft, somo seventean miles. 
Mr. Biggar stated that application had ol 
ready been made to the Dominion Govern- 
ment for the extension of the road to Ban- 
croft, and for the continuation of the line from 
its present terminus in Picton to the wharf 
out one mile, The application also 
prays for a liberal subsidy. H. Corby, M.P., 
has tho application in hand, and will be 
assinted in his efforta by W. B. Northrup, 
!M.P., A. W. Carscallen, M.P., A. Miller, 
M.P., and Hoo. M, Bowell, leader of the 
Senate The application of the directors 
set forth that the road was some years ago 
extended from Trenton to Coo Hill a din- 
tance of seventy two iniles, without any aid

USEFUL HINTS. 


The following receipts may be found 
useful and valuable to artizans, ospecially if

To bronze iron castings.—Cloanso thor- 


oughly, and afterwards immerse in asolution 
of sulphate of copper, when the casting will 
acquire a coat of the latter metal. They 
muat then be washed in water, 

Black varnish for iron work. —Asphaltum, 
one pound; lampblack, one-fourth poun¢ 
rosin, one-half pound ; spirits of turpentine, 
one quart ; linseed oil, just sufficien* to rub 
up the lampblack with before mixing it 
Apply with a camel's hair 


brush, 

Cement for steam pipe 
faced flanges. —White lead, mixed, two 
parts; red lead, dry, one part; grind or 
otherwise mix them to a consistency of thin 
putty ; apply interposed layers with one or 
two thicknesses of canvas, or gauze wire, as 


joints, etce., with 


To solder without heat,—Brass filings, 2 


oz.; fluoric acid, one-fourth ounce. Put the 
filings in the acid, and apply the solution 
to the parts to be Mored. after thoroughly 
cleansing the parts in contact; then dress 


together. Do not keep the fluoric acid in 
glass bottles, but in lead or earthen ves- 
sels, 


‘Lo tin copper and brass,—Boil six pounds 
cream of tartar and four gallons of water, 
and eight ounces of grain tin or tin shavings. 
After the material has boiled a sufficient 
time, the articles to be tinned are put 
therein, aud the boiling continued, whan 
the tin is precipitated in metallic form on 
the goods. 


Gold varnish.—For preparing a gold 
varnish tor brass objects, instruments, etc. : 
Gum lac, pulverized, 99 grains; copal, 30 
g.; dragon's blood, 1 g.; red sandal or 
Sanders wood,, 1 g.; pounded glass, 1 g.; 
strong alcohol, 600 g. After sufficient 
maceration filter. ‘The pulverized glass 
serves the purpose of hastening the solution 
by interposing between the particles of gum 
lac and copal. 

Cement to resist red heat and boiling 
water.—To four or five parts of clay, 
thoroughly dried and pulverized, add two 
parts of fine iron filings free from oxide; 
one part of peroxide manganese; one of 
common salt, and one-half part of borax. 
Mingle thoroughly, render as fine as pos- 
sible, then reduce to think paste with the 
necessary quantity of water, mix well; use 
immediately and apply heat, gradually int 
creasing almost to a white heut, 

Water-resisting cement.—A good cement, 
which completely resists the solvent action of 
water, may be prepared in the following 
manner: rom five to ten parts of pure 
gelatine are dissolved in 100 parts of water. 
To the solution is added about ten per cent. 
of & concentrated solution of bichromate of 
potash aud the liquid kept in the dark. 
When articles joined with this cement are 
exposed to light, the gelatine film is acted 
upon, the chromate being portly reduced, 
and the film of the cement becomes tough 
and durable,

One of the recent industries added to the 
already numerous manufactures carried on 
in Chemnitz, Saxony, is the production of 
curtains made of India-rubber as the main 
ingredient, The material employed for this 
purpose consists of seventy-five per cent. 
of India rubber, five per cent. of wool dust, 
five per cent. of pulverized fruit stones, ten 
per cent. of bleached atmber varnish, and 
five per cent. of bleached leather waste ; to 
these being also added, if deemed necessary, 
& quantity of infusorial earth, The various 
substances thus named are together worked 
up with bisulphide of carbon in the imost 
perfect manner into a thick mass, and from 
this are rolled out thin leaves, which are 
capable of being decorated with the greatest 
variety of ornamental patterns, and several 
of these leaves are combined to form a cur- 
tain, 


An improved napping machine for both 
cottons and woollens is being adopted by 
manufacturers, the machine representing a 
Successful attempt to use wire for napping 
instead of teazles. The distinguishing fen- 
ture of the napper is that the napping roll- 
ers are driven by gearing, which gives ita 
character for adaptedness pevuliar to this 
class of machines, and presents many ad- 
vantages. The gears gives a positive drive 
and perme of very sensitive changes in the 
speed of the napping rolls, and it is neces. 
sary todrive the rollers only on one end. 
Again, the use of gears secures a uniform 
nap and likewise a large product, nor is it 
required to reduce the speed of the cloth to 
secure any desired nap upon any kind of 
goods, hence a maximum product is always 
assured by this napper in goods of every de- 
scription. 

A beautiful process of polishing wood with 
charcoal is having quite arun among the 
furniture manufacturers of note in Paris. 
Only carefully selected woods are employed 
of aclose’ and compact grain, and these 
are covered witha coat of camphor dis- 
solved in water, and afterward with another 
composed chiefly of sulphate of iron and 
nutgall, these two compositions, in blend- 
ing, penetrating the wood and giving it an 
indelible tinge, while at the same time they 
render it impervious to the attack of in- 
sects.

Five Oenturies into the Past inas Many 
ours: 


It is barely five hours since leaving Spain 
and yet here we suddenly find ourselves in 
the midst of people totally different from 
those with whom we breakfasted—in race, 
religion, and civilization. In the morning 
we were living inthe nineteenth century, 
surrounded by science, learning, and art, 
and among a-people who, if dittering from 
ourselves in race, still belong to our age and 
fundamentally are in sympathy with us in 
uim, religion and thought.

And now we find the 
statement from authoritative sources that 
after ten yoars of prohibition in Kansas the 
number of convicts in tho states prison has 
fallen off 60 per cent. The fact is the re- 
ducing of the number of places at which 
liquor can be procured always reduces the 
amount of liquor consumed, else why would 
distillers ro brewers be so anxious to in- 
crease the number of drinking places; and 
why should they oppose a reduction if it 
makes no difference in the quantity con- 
sumed ?

Common Uses for Salt. 


Concerning the usefulness of salt, there ir 
much to be said, It 1s one of the most effec- 
tive remedies for many ills, If used per- 
sistently enough it will cure nasal catarrh. 
A weak brine should be made and snuffed 
up the pose, allowing it to run down the 
throat. 

One of the most effective remedice known 
for a sick headache is to place a pinch of 
salt on the tongue and allow it to dissolve 
slowly. In about ten minutes it may bo 
followed by a drink of water. 

There is nothing better for the relief of 
tired or weak eyes than to bathe them with 
a strong solution of salt and water, applied 
as hot as it can be borne. 

Salt is most excellent for cleansing the 
teeth. It hardens the gums and sweetons 
the breath, 

A fresh inkstain on a carpet may be re- 
moved by immediately applying a layer of 
salt. The ink will be absorbed, and when 
the salt is black it should be removed aod 
avother layer applied, repeating the opera- 
tion notil all the ink is removed and tho 
carpet returned to its former pleasing ap- 
pearance. 

Salt enters into the composition of a sure 
cure for a felon. Take common rock salt 
anil dry it throughly in the oven, pulverize 
it, and mix with an equal quantity of spirits 
of turpentine, Keep a rag saturated with 
this solution applied to the affected part for 
twenty-four hours, and at the end of that 
time the felon will bave disappeared, 

Salt rubbed on the black sp t# on dishes 
will remove them, and salt placed over a 
fresh claret stain on the table iiuen will 
aseiet it to disappear when washed,

‘The manager appoints his bartenders. The 
manager is to have a salary of not move than 
$150 per month, and the bartenders to get 
$75 per month, A special commitiee of the 
City Council is to co-operate with the gen- 
eral mavager in buying and tasting all liq- 
nors, The saloons are to be closed at 9 
o'clock, p.m., and are not to be opened on 
Sundays, holidays or on eleetion days No 
treating or loafing, or billiard-playing is to 
be allowed, and no loud talk or * vulgar lan 
guage’ is to be tolerated, The saloon is to 
be kept neat and clean, and is to be cheaply 
avd plainly furnished. Only pure liquors 
are to be given away and none sold to min 
ors and ‘drunkards.’ 

(This is the same as what is called the 
Gothenburg plan of dealing with the liquor 
problem, which is in force in Norway, and 
is said to be very successful. It may yet 
prove the best solution of the liquor ques 
tion until we can get prohibition,—Eprror 
News-Anaus.)

SAD DEATH ON THE RAIL. 
David Demill killed at Keene. 


A STIRLING BOY FALLS OFF HIS ENGINE, 
AND IS KILLED INSTANTLY, 
About five o'clock on Thursday evening 
last, news arrived here that David Demnill, 
G.T.R. fireman, son of Samuel Domill, of 
this village, had fallen from his engino at 
Keene, and was killed. 
The train was moving into Keene depot, 
and when the deceased was last seon by the 
engineer, he was in the aot of replacing an 
oil can in its place in the box at the side of 
the tender, 
Tho engineer's attention was then directed 
ahead to soe that everything was clear, and 
upon looking around, the fireman was miss 
ing. Tho train was brought to a standatill, 
search was made, resulting in the finding of 
the body, the whole train it is supposed hav- 
ing run over him. Itis thought he slipped off 
the side of the tender when he was in the 
act of raising the lid of the oil box. 
The news spread very rapidly through the 
village, and as it was whispered -here and 
there that the remains would arrive that 
evening on the freight train, crowds began 
to collect at the depot, long before the train 
was duc. About 8:45, it was seen to slowly 
round the curve at the weat end of the yard, 
and noiselessly descend the grade. By this 
timo a very large number of people had 
gathered, It was somo little time before 
the train hands could do anything, so great 
was the rush to the side of the car which 
contained the body. After some little delay 
everything was got in roadiness, and the 
stretchor, bearing the form of one who was 
well liked and respected by all, was taken 
from the car, assisted by willing hands, and 
carried to the waiting room, where the cas- 
ket was iv waiting. As tho procossion 
moved slowly across the platform, a number 
wore anxious to get a glimpse of the features 
they had so often seen before, but they were 
not able, however, as a heavy sheet draped 
the stretcher from head to foot, 
After the body was placed in the casket, 
it was rewoved to the residence of his father, 
Emma St., to await burial, 
The young man was united in marriage to

Some four yeete ago the deceased entered 
into partnership with his brother Alfred, in 
the baking business, here, meeting with 
good success, The partnership however, be: 
ing dissolved, after a year’s duration, the 
formes went into the G.1'.R. shops at Belle- 
ville, 

By his attention to business and punctu- 
ality, he was promoted to the position of 
fireman on one of the regulars, after only two 
months’ stay in the shops. 
The deceased was a member of the Taber- 
nacle Church, Belleville, having been con- 
verted under the preaching of the pastor, 
Rey, D. O. Crossley, which shonld be a 
comforting thought to the sorrowing wife and 
parents.
